Carcass Grading Hogs 
Improves Standard

been a marked improvemnt in: re- 
cent years in the quality of hogs 
Sent to the markets throughout Can- 
ada, the fact remains: the Standard’ 
of quality could be substantially im- 
proved as the following figures dis- 
close: In 1934 out of a total of 3,025,- 
161 hogs marketed only 576,951. or 
19.1 per cent were selects; 42.5 per 
cent were bacons and 38.4 per cent 
were’ butchers or lower grades. A 
considerable number. of the selects 
were found unsatisfactory for export 
owing to bruises, soft or oily. car. 
casses and other defects, The mar- 
keting of low quality hogs and ot 
those bruised, soft, oily or diseased 
means a substantial Joss to farmers.

Agriculture, due to infection oc dis: 
ease. By the carcass :ystem of grod- 
ing, infected or «liseased hogs, and 
those with‘ soft carcasses or other 
defects. can. be segregated and 
traced back to the point of origin. 

The Live Stock Branch, Dominion 
Department of Agriculture is con- 
vinced that this improved system of 
grading is a decided contribution to 
the improvement of the hog indus- 
try. All packing plants in Ea-tern 
Canada are now accepting hogs for 
carcass grading. While it was only 
introduced in the Maritime _Prov- 
inces in “May, 1935, it has berome 
generally accepted, for in November 
of this year, 93 per cent of all hogs 
sold to packing plants were graded 
on the rail. In Ontario approxiin- 
ately 100,000 hogs have been graded 
in 1935 by this system, Any farmer 
who prefers ito market his hogs 
graded after they are killed merely 
has to instruct his shipper, drover 
or trucker accordingly. .

The money will be a loan against 
which treasury bills Will be isstied 
by the province. Under the new 
agreement made at Ottawa the dom- 
inion will finance the two relief ac- 
counts: for agriculture and unem- 
ployment and will assist with the 
balance ‘of the current deficit to the 
end of March, 

Protests against closing the’ Dis- 
tributors Limited, have been received 
by the government from some sourc- 
es. The D er branch of the 
Canadian Legion, which claims that 
between 185 and 100° men will be 
thrown out of employment by’ the 
change, is asking support for its 
stand in opposing the change from 
other Legion branches. — It declares: 
in a resolution that a payroll loss- 
of $175,000 annually will result.

The set-up for man’s first experi- 
ments with a ray\ 14 times more 
lethal than X-rays, so powerful that 
approach is unsafe in any direction 
at less than 50 feet, is -ready for 
work in the University of California, 

. The ray is a powerful beam of neu- 
trons, the ultimate particles of 
atoms discovered four years ago by 
English scientists. 

The first sizeable beam of these 

neutrons is produced at Berkeley; 
Calif,, in‘ the heart of a magnetic 
field of an 80-ton magnet by a 
method discovered by Professor E. O, 
Lawrence of the University of Cali- 
fornia, 
Involved, though at present un- 
predictable, are possibilities for medi- 
cine, alchemy, chemistry and indus- 
try. The neutrons, streaming in all 
directions from the big magnet, are 
not stopped by any known type of 
shield, not even by lead. 

They pass through the yard thick 
metal coils of the big magnet like so 
much paper. Water is better than 
anything else as a protection. It 
slows them down. 

To experiment in safety the Cali- 
fornia physicists have set up a re- 
mote control panel 50 feet distant 
from the magnet. A microphone 
broadcasts instructions from the 
el.

Regina Has Field Guns Used In 
Ethiopia In 1868 

Regina has a direct and historic 
link with the present Italo-Ethiopian 
war. Assisting Commissioner Wood, 
of the R.C.M.P., examining a news 
picture showing an Ethiopian soldier 
firing an ancient cannon, recognized 
it as exactly similar to three pieces 
at the barracks in Regina. 

A search through records revealed 
that the-field guns had been used by 
Lord Napier of Magdala in his ex- 
pedition to Abyssinia, as Ethiopla is 
better known. 

The facts of Britain’s conquest of 
Abyssinia are not generally known. 
In 1868 King Theodore of Ethiopia 
threw the British ambassador and 
other Europeans into prison, without 
giving any explanation. After un- 
availing efforts for their release an 
expedition was ordered. 

The force consisted of 12,000 men, 


mostly engineers, and after a short 


campaign Magdala, then the capital, 
was stormed by the British troops, 
Theodore was found dead under a 
pile of Slain at the main gate, scene 
of the fiercest fighting.

Candidates Lose Deposits 


Federal Government Nets $80,800 In 


This Way 

Forty-five per cent. of candidates 

in the federal election lost their $200 
deposits, it was learned when final 
figures were tabulated. A total of 
404 candidates, out of 892, lost de- 
posits, the highest number ever re- 
corded in a general election. 
. Under Canadian elections laws 
every candidate must post $200 with 
the returning officer. He loses it if 
he does not poll half as many votes 
as the successful candidate. The 
treasury, therefore, netted $80,800 
from lost deposits this election. 

The record number of lost deposits 
was attributed to’the presence of 
third parties in the field. The Re- 
constructionists, for instance, nomin- 
ated 174 candidates and 162 of them 
lost deposits: Similarly, the C.C.F. 
lost 78 out of 119 deposits and Social 
Credit, 23 out of 46 The returns 
showed that every Reconstruction and 
C.C.F. candidate in Toronto lost his 
deposit.

The sharks are caught mostly in 
nets. After removing the fins which 
are a valuable by-product, the shark 
is split down the back in.tead of 
the belly as in the case of cow hides. 
These hides are.cured with salt and 
and are shipped wet-salled to the 
tannery, and paid for according to 
their length, The leather is sold by 
the square foot. ‘The size of the 
skins measure from 3 to 20 sqnare 
feet, the average being ahout 10 sq. 
feet. 

Every shark is covered by a hard 
flint- like denticle called the “shag- 
reen”. There is a patent covering 
the process of rembving the shag- 
reen, after which the leather is mél- 
low and pliable, but has ‘a firm 
“feel”, and the character of the ‘nat- 
ural grain, which underlies the shag- 
reen can be seen. The grains of 
shark leather are natural and will 
not pull or wear out. Splits are mot 
utilized; only the fop grain of the 
leather is. tanned and finished. The 
“Eastern” shark leather has a deep 
grain with beautiful markings vary- 
ing somewhat over the surface of 
the skin, which lends character | to 
the leather.

King George Has Sent , Oriental 
Cypress To Palestine ~ 

Word has been received by the 
Zionist Organization of Canada at 
Montreal of a gift of His Majesty the 
King of a very fine spetimen of 
Cupressus orientalis (oriental cy- 
press) to the King George V. jubilee 
forest. The only one of its kind at 
Windsor Great Park, the tree has 
been shipped from London. on the 
British steamer Japanese Prince for 
Palestine. It-will be planted by His 
Excellency the High Commissioner, 
Lieut.-Gen. Sir Arthur Wauchope. 

The forest is British empire Jew- 
ry's mark of loyalty expressed on the 
occasion of His Majesty's silver jubi- 
lee, It will cover a large area of 
desolate and barren land on the hills 
of Nazareth, which, in olden days, 
were famed for their forest beauty. 

The tree presented by His Majesty 
is the first ever to be shipped from 
England to Palestine. 

A campaign is now under way in 
Canada, under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. A. J. Freiman of Ottawa, to 
raise funds for the planting’ of 10,000 
trees as part of the tribute of British 
empire Jewry to His Majesty. 

Making Good On Land _ 
Encouraging Results: From Alberta 
Government’s Farm Relief Scheme 

No less than 158 of the 190 mar- 
ried unemployed relief men and their 
families, who have gone ‘back ‘to the 
land” under the three-government 
farm relief scheme during the past 
three years, are still on farms, with 
the majority of them reported to be 
making a success of the venture, Cal- 
gary officials stated. 

Of the 96 families which left Cal- 
gary in 1933 for farm settlement, 73 
are still on the land and 23 have re- 
turned to the city relief lists. Of 
the 96 which went out in 1934, only 
nine have returned and of the 30 
families which left Calgary this year, 
none have returned to date. 

Inability to secure proper farm 
holdings prevented 35 relief men and 
their families, previously - endorsed 
by the city and provincial govern- 


>| ment inspection committees, from set- 


tling on the land this year. A total 
of 65 families was approved but more 
than half of them failed to secure 
farms in the short time at their dis- 
posal in the late: spring.

Germany's determination not to 
become a “European Ethiopia” and to 
continue striving for return of her 
former colonies was emphasized in 
speeches by General Goering, Reich 
air minister. 

“Germany does not seek conquests 
or new foreign territories,” he said 
in a speech at the Hanseatic hall, 
in Hamburg. ‘Neither does she want 
to become a European Ethiopia.” 

However, he told workmen at the 
naval shipyards, in the course of an 
inspection tour, Germany will never 
cease reiterating her claim to her 
former possessions.

Radium For Ontario Government 


Receive Delivery Of Three And A 
Half Grams Of Great Bear 
Lake Product 

Delivery of three and a half grams 
of radium, produced in the Great 
Bear Lake district, has been made to 
the Ontario government for use in 
Toronto General hospital cancer 
clinic, Hon. Dr, J. A. Faulkner, mini- 
ster of health, announced recently; 

The radium replaces the same 
quantity the government has been 
renting from New York. The price 
paid. for the Canadian element was 
$42,800 a gram. 

In March, 19384, the previous gov- 
ernment rented from a New York 
firm four grams of radium for the 
Toronto hospital “‘bomb.” At the end 
of the first year the government ex- 
ercised its option to buy one-half 
gram. Since last March the hospital 
continued to hold three and a. half 
grams on a rental basis, but next 
March that amount will be returned 
to New York and replaced by the 
Canadian supply.

The merchantable timber destroyed 
in the average year amounts to 361,- 
367,000 board feet, enough raw ma- 
terial to provide steady employment 
for some 3,000 men if it were manu 
factured into lumber. — 

Of this total, however, 90,446,000 
feet are regarded as salvable. 


World’s Largest Telescope 


Glass Disc Is Successfully Cast At 
Glass Works 

The 200-inch-wide “eye” for the 
world’s largest telescope, a blue and 
pale tan piece of glass the size and 
shape of a circus ring, was removed 
from the oven where it has been cool- 
ing for a year and a day at the Corn- 
ing glass works and was officially 
pronounced @ success. 

The face was unexpectedly rough, 
with hollows and holes,” somé as 
muchas three inches deep. The 
roughness was due to the roof of the 
oven coming in contact with the 
cooling glass. 

The great New York state floods 
of last July, which. forced shutting 
off theelectric ‘heat’ in the big disc 
oven for about 48 hours, were said 
to have been a probable contributing 
factor. 

For a time it was feared the holes 
were deeper than the amount of 
glass which it was intended to grind 
off in transforming the great disc 
into a saucer-shaped mirror. It was 
decided the holes were not too deep. 

The astronomers in charge accept- 
ed the disc and ordered it shipped to 
Pasadena, Calif., as soon as possible. 
There it will be ground and polished 
to a perfection of 1/1,000,000th ‘of an 
inch. The “figuring” is expected to 
take possibly five years. Then it will 
be used as the eye for a 200-inch 
telescope, an instrument twice as big 
as any now in existence, 


Seed Shortage Reported . 


Statement Made That Alberta Faces 

A Serious Situation 
- Alberta faces probably the most 
critical seed grain shortage in its his- 
tory, G. M. Stewart, chief of the Cal- 
gary .office of the Dominion seed 
branch, said recently, adding oats and 
barley seed supplies were particular- 
ly scarce, 

Mr. Stewart estimated the situa- 
tion was. the most serious in his 20 
years’ experience and inferior seed 
would haye to be sown in some in- 
stances unless good seed was import- 
ed from other provinces. 

Grain inspectors urged farmers to 
test their seeds to ascetain if they 
had been affected by August frosts 
which caused the shortage. 

“Fortunately, however, the  far- 
sighted farmer in many areas has 
supplied seed in advance,” Mr. Stew- 
art said in a statement, “and in some 
instances will have a surplus avail- 
able for their neighbors.” 

Officials reported if it_was neces- 
sary to bring any seed into the prov- 
ince, it could be obtained from Sas- 
katchewan, where there is quite a 
surplus according to present esti- 
mates.

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German Colleges Will Not Admit 
Girls Who Cannot Cook 

There have been so many. actions 
by the Hitler government that have 
called forth worldwide disapproval, 
not to say anger, that it is refreshing 
to turn to oné which is very likely 
to evoke the very opposite sentiment, 
Germany's Minister of WBducation, 
Bernhard Rust, has just issued a de- 
cree that German girls who do not 
know: how to cook will not be admit- 
ted to colleges or universities. After 
‘the spring of 1987 sixteen-year-old 
girl students must pass an examina- 
tion in the fundamental duties of 
housewives before being accepted— 
and their mothers must teach them. 

That sounds to us like sound com- 
monsense, It has never been quite 
clear why so many girls regard abil- 
ity to administer a house as derogat- 
ing from their dignity as college or 
varsity students, and hold that it is 
belittling to the possession of a uni- 
versity degree to possess also a sound 
knowledge of cooking. If girls only 
realized that the young men who are 
looking around for wives infinitely 
prefer a good meal cooked at home 
to a full course dinner in a restaur- 
ant and have more respect for the 
girl who helps her mother with the 
housework than for the girl who 
affects to consider doing so a humilia- 
tion! 

The young housewife’ who knows 
how.to cook also knows how to shop, 
and is by training economical. And 
that is one of the most invaluable 
virtues. any young housewife can 
possess, nowadays. Young men, not 
being entirely blind even where their 
choice of wives is concerned, have a 
habit of appreciating such qualities 
even more than the ability to wear 
4a pretty dress gracefully or to dance 
and stay up till three and keep good- 
tempered all the time.—Montreal 
Star. 


Citizens Fear Famine 


Granaries Of Bessarabia Almost 
Empty After Crop Failure 

Bessarabia, priarte province on the 
Russian border, faces the winter with 
granaries almost empty, and with 
citizens fearing the possibility of 
grave famine. — 

The.Rumanian ministry of interior, 
after months of silence, has acknowl- 
edged that the plight of Bessarab‘ans 


is serious, and has- issued a public 


appeal for aid in warding off mal- 
nutrition and actual starvation in the 
extensive region. 

Not for years had Bessarabia ex- 
perienced a drought so severe as that 
of last summer, Thousands of head 
of livestock died of thirst, or starved 
because of lack of vegetation. Many 
districts reported that crops were 
virtually a total failure, and that even 
now, when harvests should have filled 
warehouses and peasants’ barns, 
bread has become a rare article. 

There: was a little barley, and the 
hardier weeds grew rather well. So, 
lacking ingredients, peasants have 
been making a sort of bread from a 
mixture of ground barley, weed seeds 
and bran. For a time the censor 
forbade publication of these dismal 
reports in Rumania; 


Importing Dried Eggs 


Increased U.S. Tariff Causes Dough- 
‘nut King Turn To China 

Two million pounds of dried Chin- 
ese eggs will go ‘into American 
doughnuts in coming months, it was 
revealed by EB. 8S. Goldhill, American 
“doughnut king,” who made a flying 
visit to China to arrange for product 
of some of the largest egg factories. 

“We produce the largest part of 
the 300,000,000 dozens of doughnuts 
sold annually in the United States,” 
Mr. Goldhill told the Chinese. He 
stated that his firm would not at- 
tempt to sell its wares in China. “I 
don't think people in China have 
enough money to buy our product. 

Prior to the increase in the U.S. 
tariff on egg products, the company 
bought all of their vast requirements 
from China, but for the past two 
years have depended on U.S. sources. 
However, with the rise in price of 
American eggs, they are again turn- 
ing to China for an annual two mil- 
lion pounds of dried eggs, said Mr. 
Goldhill, 


Calendars Confiscated

lunar calendars were confiscated in a 
ser‘es of recent raids in Shanghai 
and burned in the Chinese govern- 
ment’s drive to abolish use of the 
antiquated method of calculating the

Maybe 10,000 footcandies of light 
is a bit uncomfortable for reading 
black print on white paper, ©0 you 
draw yourself undér the rhade of a 
tree where there is upwards of 10,000 
footcandles. With what pleasure and 
eye comfort you read here; or take 
your book to the back porch. On a 
clear day you will enjoy light equival- 
ent to 500 footcandies. Or near the 
window, indoors, even on only a fair- 
ly clear day, you will find your eyes 
benefiting from an intensity of 200 
footcandles. 

Then night compels you to go in- 
doors, where you may use your eyes 
more for close work—such as reading 
and sewing—than during the day- 
time. But have you 1,000 footcandles 
of light to help accomplish your 
task with ease and conifort? By no 
means. Nor 200 either. Most of us 
turn on a 40-watt bulb in a bridge 
lamp and proceed to read a news- 
paper or book under three to five 
footcandles—less than one-half of one 
per cent. of the idea we struck under 
the shady tree. 

It is under such poor seeing con- 
ditions that eyestrain develops, 
eyestrain eventually leading to hiiies- 
tive vision. 
bornwith normal vision, but by the 
time school age is reached we have 
already formed the habit of reading 
and working in half light.” This we 
continue to do year year until 
our eyes finally rebel and only the 
kindly service of an eyesight special- 
ist can compensate for our needless 
abuse. 

In these days of business efficiency 
you would think that office and fac- 
tory lighting would be equally mod- 
ern. What are the facts? [If you 
are fortunate enough to have your 
desk or lathe near a window, you may 
have ‘50 footcandles of illumination. 


But if you are 10 feet away you may - 


be getting only eight and at some 
distance from the window the in- 
tensity may be as low as one or two 
footcandles. ‘With all the artificial 
light turned on the amount may be 
increased at this point to six or seven, 
or eight footcandles, less than a hun- 
dredth of what natures gives us un- 
der a tree, 

The clearness, quickness and ease 
with what we see objects depends 
upon four important characteristics 
of the objects. These are the sizes 
of the objects, its contrast with. its 
background, the amount of light fall- 
ing upon it,.and the time available 
for looking at it, however, only one 
of these factors—quantity of light~ 
is usually controllable. In sewing for 
example, the size of the thread and 
its contrast with the cloth are fixed 
by the nature of the sewing to be 
done. We can take longer to do the 
work, or we can improve the light- 
ing. Fortunately, ‘the handicap of 
small sizes or low contrasts can be 
offset, in most cases, by an increase 
in the amount of light upon the 
work. Hence, a knowledge of these 
fundamental factors will aid in decid- 
ing how much light is. needed for 
various tasks. 

A newspaper is more difficult to 
read than most books—even though 
the letters are of identical size, In 
fact, measurements show that the 
newspaper should receive three times 
as much light as the book in order 
that the two tasks should be of equal 
visibility. In this case the handicap 
of lower contrast is compensated for 
by more light. 

When driving an automobile, it is 
often necessary to see signal or s'gns 
in a fraction of a second. But it takes 
time to see; th's time has been ac- 
curately measured and it is now 
known that we often fail to see sig- 
nals because their visibility is too low 
for the short time available for see- 
ing. Higher intensities of illumina- 
tion shorten the time required to see 
—or, in other words, increasé our 
speed of vision.
